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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 8 of the applicant's Remarks, the 
applicant traverses the rejection of Claims 1-3, 5-14, and 16-20.Specifically, on page 9, the applicant disputes that Lawler, relied on by the 
examiner in the U.S.C. 103 rejection of independent Claims 1 and 12, discloses "a message display time based on the content of the 
reminder information.'" Instead the applicant maintains that Lawler only discloses that reminder is displayed twice before a program airs. 
Further, the applicant states that Lawler discloses that reminder messsages can be associated with tags for programs either for an 
episode or that carry over day-to-day. The applicant maintains that this does not meet the disclosed limitations of a display time based on 
the content of the reminder information. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The reminder message information is the program title and 
on what channel is appears. Lawler meets the limitaition of the reminder display time being based on the content of the reminder 
information by setting the reminder message to be display a certain amount of time before the program is run. When Lawler is combined 
with Nemoto, the rejection fully addresses the limitations of Claims 1 and 12. As regards Claims 4 and 15, the examiner again asserts 
that Allen does indeed show that a message can be transmitted and displayed via closed caption text. The examiner wishes to add that 
Nemoto and Lawler are relied upon to to disclose determining a remainder display time based on the content of the information. These 
three references, taken together, meet the limitations of Claims 4 and 15. Please see the Office Action mailed September 22, 2006 for 
more information. The applicant also traverses the rejections of Claims 21-25. These traversals are similar to the applicants traversals of 
Claims 1-3, 5-14, and 16-20 and have already been addressed by the examiner. 
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
